We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements 
and the combining and individual fund and cjccount group financial statements 
of the Town of Proctor, Vermont as of June 30, 1990 and for the year then 
ended as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town of Proctor, Vermont management. Our responsi- 
bility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on our 
audit . 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free 
of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. 
An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and signifi- 
cant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall finan- 
cial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion. 

The Town of Proctor, Vermont has not maintained a record of its general 
fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of the general fixed asset group 
required by generally accepted accounting principles is not included in the 
financial report. 

In our opinion, except for the omission of the statement of the general 
fixed asset group, as described in the third paragraph, the general purpose 
financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material res- 
pects, the financial position of the Town of Proctor, Vermont as of June 30, 
1990 and the results of its operations and the changes in financial position 
0.' its proprietary fund for the year then ended in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the combining and 
individual fund financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of each of the individual funds of 
the Town of Proctor, Vermont as of June 30, 1990 and the results of opera- 
tions of such funds for the year then ended in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining 
and individual fund financial statements. The financial information listed 
as supporting schedules in the table of contents is presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and is not a required part of the financial statements: of 
the Town of Proctor, Vermont. Such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose, combining 
and individual fund financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly 
presented in all material respects in relation to the financial statements of 
each of the respective individual funds and account groups taken as a whole. 

The column on the accompanying general purpose financial statements 
captioned "Memorandum Only - Total" is not necessary for a fair presentation 
of the financial statements, hut is presented as additional analytical data.

JUNE 30, 1990 



SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These financial statements are presented in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant accounting policies 
affecting their presentation. 

A. Reporting Entity - This report includes all of the funds and 
account groups of the Town. It/ includes all activities 
considered to be part of (controlled by or dependent on) the 
Town under NCGA Statement No. 3, Defining the Governmental 
Reporting Entity . 

B. Basis of Accounting - All governmental funds and expendable 
trust funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become 
measurable and available as net current assets. Expenditures 
are recognized when the related fund liability is incurred. 

C. Fund Accounting - The accounts of the Town have been organized 
on the basis of funds and account groups, each of which is 
considered a separate accounting entity. Each fund has been 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues 
and expenditures as appropriate. The Town's resources are 
allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based upon 
the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by 
which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped in the financial statements in this report into 
six general fund types and the three broad fund categories as 
fol lows : 

GOVERNMENTAL FUND S 

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. It is used to account for all financial resources 
except those required to he accounted for In another fund.

GO VERNMENTAL FUNDS (Continued) 

S pecial Revenue Fund - The Special Revenue Fund accounts for 
tne revenue sharing of the Town, 

Debt Service Fund - The Debt Service Fund is used to account 
for the accumulation of resources for the payment of general 
long-term debt principal, interest and related costs. 

Capita l Pro ject s Fun d - The Capital Projects Fund is used to 
account for the financial resources to be used in the 
acquisition or construction of capital facilities. 

PROPRIETARY FUNDS 

Enterprise Fund - The Enterprise Fund accounts for the 
financing of services to the general public where all or most 
of the costs involved are paid in the form of charges by users 
of such services . 

FI DUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust Funds - The Trust Funds account for assets expensed and 
transferred from the other funds and also assets held for 
particular organizations. 

n. Fixed Asse ts - Fixed assets are recorded as expenses paid in 
the respective acquiring fund at the time of purchase. Such 
assets are not capitalized nor depreciated in these funds. 
Generally accepted acco\inting principles requires that fixed 
assets used in governmental fund type operations be accounted 
for in a General Fixed Assets Account Group. The Town, how- 
ever, has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets 
and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets has not 
been presented. 

Enterprise Fund - The fixed assets as shown in the Sewage 
Disposal Fund are costs incurred through the Capital Projects 
Fund from 1986 to 1990 to update the facilities and equipment. 

Depreciation of all exhaustible fixed assets used by the 
Proprietary Fund is charged as an expense against its opera- 
tions. Depreciation has been provided over the estimated 
useful lives using the strai ght- 1 i ne method. The estimated 
useful lives are as follows: 

Buildings - 50 Years 

Improvements to Sewer System - 25 to 40 Years 
Land Improvements - 25 to 40 Years

E. Lon g-Term Li abi I i t ies - Long-term liabilities expected to be 
financed from Governmental Funds are accumulated for in the 
General Long-Term Debt Account Group. This account group is 
not a fund and is concerned only with the measurement of 
financial position and not with results of operations. 



^' Inventories - There are no inventories recorded within the 
General Fund. All inventory items are considered to be 
expenses paid at the time of purchase. 

G. Reserves - Noncurrent portions (collectible more than sixty 
days after June 30, 1990) of property taxes receivables and 
water rents receivable are reported on the General Fund balance 
sheet, in spite of their spending measurement focus. Special 
reporting treatment is used to indicate, however, that they are 
not considered available spendable resources, since they do not 
represent net current assets. Recognition of property taxes 
and water rents revenue represented by noncurrent receivables 
is deferred until they become current receivables. Noncurrent 
portions of these long-term receivables are offset by reserve 
accounts . 



H. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting - The Town follows these 
procedures in establishing the budgetary data reflected in 
these financial statements: 

1. Prior to May 16, 1989, the Budget Review Committee submits 
to the Town Board of Selectmen a proposed operating budget 
covering the General Fund for the fiscal year commencing 
July 1, 1989. The operating budget includes proposed 
expenditures and the means of financing them. 

2. Piiblic hearings are conducted to obtain taxpayer comments. 

3. The school portion of the budget was legally enacted at a 
Town Meeting on May 16, 1989 with the Town portion being 
legally enacted until May 17, 1989. 

4. Any revisions that alter expenditures of any fund must be 
approved by the Board of Selectmen. 

5. Formal Budgetary integration is employed as a management 
control device during the year for the General Fund.

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The preceeding report for the period of July 1, 1990 to Dec. 31, 
1990 gives the budget for Revenues and Expenditures and shows 
Actual Revenues and Expenditures through Dec. 31, 1990. However, 
this does not reflect the actual financial position of the town. 
Due to the amount of unpaid taxes the town had to borrow 100M 
for current Expenses. If these taxes along with interest due were 
collected this outstanding obligation along with other committ- 
ments could be paid. No extended effort to collect these has 
greatly increased the amount of current fiscal year taxes which 
roll over into the delinquent status at the close of the fiscal 
year on June 30th. The possibility of the town facing a seflous 
deficit is very reel if these present delinquent taxes remain un- 
paid and if at June 30th an additional 150,000 of current year 
tax remain unpaid. This situation needs to be rapidly reversed so 
that at budget meeting time on May 21, 1991 a proposed budget with 
estimated June 30, 1991 closing figures does not have to reflect 
an amount on the tax rate to clear a deficit caused by unpaid taxes.

During the summer of 1990 the Board of Selectmen engaged Wright 
Engineering, Ltd. to perform a comprehensive study of the condition 
of the Marble Arch Bridge. The orginial bridge was constructed in 
late 1914 and early 1915 with an additional ten feet added to the 
north side in 1936. In recent years there has been concern with 
the appearance of deterioration of the historic structure thus 
prompting the Board with this study. The study is presently being 
reviewed by the Board with Wright Engineering, Ltd. along with 
their recommendations.

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HIGHWAY 1989-90 



A major project was undertaken during the 1989-90 
summer program on East Street consisting of a complete 
reclamation of both road and sidewalk. This was due 
primarily to the deteriorating roadbed, lack of shoulders 
and an extremely hazardous corner on top of Ea3t Street. 

The roadbed was reclaimed to a depth of 14"> graded, 
watered and compacted. The existing surface was leveled 
prior to receiving a 2" asphalt base and 1" top wearing 
surface. The five foot sidewalk was laid out and paved with 
a 2" surface bl turn 1 nous asphal t . The total cost of 
purchased material amounted to t74>384.0p. 

Unfortunately Route Three Is being used as a by-pass 
for Rutland Town and City. Please be assured that all 
possible alternatives are being investigated to provide the 
best solution to Improve our roads. We realize the Increase 
In asphalt prices are going to limit our projected projects 
for the 1991-92 season, but we must not fall behind. In 
other words, we either pay now or pay double later. 

It Is unfortunate that our legislators could not forsee 
the financial problems that were developing In the State 
Transportation Dept., and raise the gas tax, as was 
suggested by Towns at meetings held by the Agency of 
Transpor tat I on . 

Projects projected for 1991-92 consist of repaying the 
West Proctor Road, which has not been done since 1975. 



WATER 

A new 9" water line was Installed starting at the West 
Street Market, north to the intersection of of Beaver Pond 
Road and Its Extension. This not only gives an efficient 
volume of water, but eliminated a dead end which has plagued 
the area for years. A "T" was Installed at the 
Intersection of Pearl Street where continuation shall take 
place in the 1990-91 fiscal year. The total purchase price 
was 32,965,28. 

Please be aware of the new proposed Federal regulations 
Which require that all water ^upplle's must have a 
Connection Control Program In effect by Jan. 1, 1993. Also 
your legislators shall be voting on a regulation, which may 
prohibit water supplies being taken from surface streams. 
The Vermont League of Cities and Towns is working with 
municipalities to to come to a more positive solution, not 
only on surface supplle's. but overall regulation which 
will, no doubt, increase the cost of water to the users. 

Projected projects for the 1991-92 season will consist 
of a new water line on Power Square. We eventually will 
replace the 4" line on Pleasant Street with an 8" Ductile 
Line.

PROCTOR POOL 

The 1990 summer season at the Proctor Pool was a great 
success.

Members are appointed annually by the department. Anyone over 18 years 
of age, that is interested in having their name put on the list for con- 
sideration as a member needs only to fill out an application. Applica- 
tions are available from any mmmber or mt tim Imu Clerk's Office. The 
department met twenty-four times dufing 1990 for training, twelve times 
on Monday nights for members working days and twelve times on Saturday 
mornings for members working nights. We also held twelve work meetings 
which we used to clean equipment, station and do maintenance on the veh- 
icles. Each member is also scheduled every third Sunday to take their 
turn at working bingo. 

The estimated dollar loss due to fires in the town during 1990 totaled 
$15,100.00. 1989 was $16,000.00. 1988 was $68,520.00 and for 1987 was 
$43,160.00. These figures do show a good public awareness of Fire Safety.

With a working smoke detector, your risk of dying in a fire is cut in 
half. Smoke detectors should be installed in or outside every bedroom 
and on every level of your home. Installation isn't enough, one-third 
of all home detectors are not working* because they haven't been checked, 
so please follow the manufactures instructions for regular testing and 
ma i ntenance . 

During fire prevention week, six mombers of the department put on a fire 
prevention course at the elementary school for each grade. We tried to 
present a program for each age group showing them some equipment, explain- 
ing what it is used for and how to use it. We gave advice and handouts 
for fire prevention and safety in the home. If there are any groups or 
Organizations that would like a fire prevention demonstration please do 
not hesitate to inquire. 

This year we had two memoers retire from the department. The first 
was Peter Freeborn, who was an active member for 23 years. Pete put 
a lot of hours in at the station finishing off the hall, from hanging 
and taping sheet rock, laying floor tile to building kitchen cabinets 
and doing many other misc. jobs. We all would like to THANK Pete and 
just say we will miss you. Pete is also the Town Fire Warden. The 
second is Ralph Santoro who was an active member for 20 years. Ralph 
was instrumental in helping us get our bingo started and has also helped 
us keep it going over the years. Ralph is also in charge of refreshments 
for our bingo. Ralph we would Uke to THANK YOU for all the ideas and 
help and hope you will continue to help us with our bingo. 
The Women Auxiliary was active again this year, helping us at bingo and 
also having fund raisings of their own. One item they purchased for us 
this year, through fund raising, was a scanner for our radio room. We 
wish to thank them for all the help and support they have given us over 
the years, 
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Bingo is still a success. We would like to thank the family members 
and auxiliary for helping us run bingo. We appreciate the support of 
the townspeople and hope they continue to support our bingo held every 
Sunday night at 7:00 P.M. with doors opening at 6:00 P.M. 
The Sutherland Falls Hose Company purchased a 20' x 30' tent (no sides) 
for fund raising. For a $50.00 per day contribution to the Hose Co. we 
will come and set the tent up and take it down. We also have 40 chairs 
and 5 tables, used for fund raising, we will let townspeople use for a 
small donatioh. These must be picked up and returned by the people us- 
ing them. 

In 1989 a search committee was formed to try and find a used tanker that 
we could use for carrying water to the fire scene. The committee appro- 
ached Mr. Chris Keyser of Proctor Coal. He was asked if he might have an 
old oil tanker he was ready to replace and if he did, we would like to 
purchase it from him. As it turned out Mr. Keyser did have a 1968 Oil 
tanker that he Donated to the department. We wish to Thank Mr. Keyser 
for this Donation, which we appreciate very much. 

The truck had to be converted from an oil tanker to a tanker for carrying 
water. This meant alot of body work had to be done on the truck. The 
work was started in October of 1989. All the body work was done by de- 
partment members, from putting new fenders on, to sanding off the old 
paint, to rewiring the truck to accommodate new lights, radio and emerg- 
ency lighting. A lot of welding had to be done also, a quick dump had 
to be installed along with plumbing for a portable pump and also brack- 
ets to hold various items. Priming and painting was also done by the 
members with some help from John Corliss. THANKS JOHN. A lot of time 
and thought was put into this truck, a total of 720 man hours. All the 
materials used to refurbish the truck was paid for by money earned from 
our bingo. The tanker holds 1300 gallons of water and will be a great 
asset in sections of town where water isn't easily available (West Proc- 
tor Road, Cain St., Center St., Florence Road, etc.). We fell this Is a 
very good addition to our dept. The tanker was put in service on July 
19, 1990. 

With money from our bingo the Sutherland Fails Hose Co. was pleased to 
sponsor a delegate to Green Mountain Girls State and Boys State. We also 
contributed to the Proctor Youth League, purchased Fire Prevention material 
and various small items used in the station. 

Burning permits are required for any open burning. They can be obtained 
by contacting Peter Freeborn, Fire Warden at 459-3392. 

Concerning chimney cleaning, anyone wanting their chimney cleaned 
or the fall and winter of 1991 please submit your name prior to 
ugust 1, i99i^ as we will not clean any chimneys submitted after 

this date. Time permitting we will try to clean chimneys before 

the burning season. 

For those who have a hydrant near their home would you please try 
to keep it clear of snow. Thank You.

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PLANNING COMMISSION & ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 



Residents and property owners should be aware that Proctor 
has a Town Plan and Zoning Ordinances which were enacted to 
protect the rights of all. Copies of the Plan and the Reg- 
ulations which support it are available for your inspection 
at the Proctor Town Clerk's Office. 

Anyone wishing to undertake a project involving remodeling, 
adding a building, altering an existing building or changing 
the use of a structure must apply for a building permit. 
Appl icat ion'-forms are available at the Town Clerk's Office. 
The Zoning Administration is responsible for reviewing the 
applications and issuing building permits. Applications 
must be accompanied by enough detailed information on the 
proposed construction to enable the Zoning Administrator to 
decide whether or not all provisions of the regulations are 
being comp 1 i ed with. 

I your application is denied because your planned change 
does not meet all the regulations, you still have the right 
to appeal the decision of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The Town Plan and Zoning Regulations are believed to be the 
best way of insuring orderly growth consistent with all legal 
requirements and the will of the majority of Town residents. 
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1990 Annual Report - Rutland County Solid Waste District 



During the past year, the Rutland County Solid Waste District spent much of its time attempting to 
complete a landfill search. There was an exhaustive pubb'c process that developed 21 criteria to be used 
to site a landfill. Ultimately almost ail of those criteria were adopted by the Board of Supervisors as 
siting criteria. The only significant change was that the location of a landfill on prime agricultural lands 
was not considered a fatal flaw, though it did reduce the desirability of the site in the ranking system. 
This single change was made because it was perceived early on that there would be no potential sites 
on non-prime agricultural lands. 

After identifying the criteria, a very public mapping process was used that looked at all parcels of fifty 
acres or larger that were on slopes of less than 25%. During this public mapping exercise the 21 citizen 
based criteria were applied to see if the sites met the minimum criteria. Starting wixh over 150 potential 
sites in the county, the field was narrowed to 48 by virtue of the public mapping process. The next step 
in the process was an initial walk-over or drive-by to determine if there were any obvious defects in the 
sites that did not appear on the maps. 

The use of drive-bys and walk-overs was designed to give us a first hand look at the site to see if there 
were any features that would obviously be in violation of state or district minimum standards. Many 
sites were eliminated because of problems such as surface or ground waters, bedrock, or recent 
residential development. Thirty eight of the sites were eliminated by the walk-over's and drive-b/s. That 
left only 10 sites in six towns that appeared to meet minimimi state and District requirements. These 
sites needed more in-depth analysis by experts. A very difficult condemnation process was started to 
allow access to properties where landowners refused access. 

At this next level, the District employed experts in geology, hydrology (water), protected species and 
critical habitats, archeology, transportation, soils, wildlife habitats and aesthetics. These independent 
authorities were instructed to examine sites to determine if there were problems that would prevent 
permitting of a landfill or that would prevent the sites from meeting the District's siting criteria. The 
District was in this phase of study when two District towns that had potential JandfilJ sites were 
organized to hold special town meetings for the purpose of withdrawing from the District. 

The issue of withdrawing conununities is a crucial issue and one which most Districts now face. Due to 
the unpopularity of hosting any solid waste facility, many towns have decided to not cooperate regionally 
rather than be the v^dnner of the search process. This ability to opt out of the process with Uttie 
repercussion is providing an easy out to towns which have sites that meet the stringent criteria. All six 
towns which had the minimally qualified sites have now voted to withdraw. The District could 
potentially find a willing seller of land for a landfill in one of these vyathdravinng towns, but it could not 
build the facility and operate it vdthout the agreement of the host commrniit/s Board of Selectmen. On 
the other hand, a town that withdraws may locate a landfill on an identified site without regard to the 
needs of any of its neighbors. 

This difficult situation clearly indicated that to continue the siting effort would result in more towns 
leaving the District rather than allow a landfill to be located v^dthin their town. In light of this problem, 
the Board of Supervisors felt that the siting effort should be suspended to allow the Legislature a chance 
to address the issue. The search process was suspended on September 12, 1990. 

While the search for a landfill has played a major part in the District's work during 1 990, we have been 
working on several other major programs: 

*** Curbside Recycling - During the first 9 months of 1990, a pilot curbside recycling program 
was implemented and run in Proctor and Rutland City. Over 2,500 households have been 
served. Proctor has now taken on the program as a franchised system for both waste and 
recyclables. During the last three months of 1990, the District has worked closely with the 
City of Rudand to convert the previously mandated and subsidized program to a voluntary, 
user supported program. In 1991, the District will be implementing curbside recycling 
throughout the balance of Rudand City and will be looking for other villages that would 
be interested in starting a curbside program. 
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*** Metal Collection - We have oiganized sevend very successful metal collection programs that 
have been District-wide as well as community based. We have processed thotisands of 
yatds of metal scrap this year at no cost to the various communities. We will be looking 
to make this program even more effecthw in the coming year. 

*** Household Hazardous Waste - After a three year absence, the i>istrict again hosted a 
District-wide household hazardous waste collection day. This one-time event rented in 
more than 200 households dropping off their hazardous waste. This is more llian tiviee 
as many as participated in 19B7> We are now making plans for setting up collection 
progtBUis at all District transfer stations on a monthly basis. We hope that this imprbved 
program wiU result in much higher usage as we tiy to dean tip otur waste stream. About 
a third of one percent of the solid waste stream is household hazardous waste. 

*** Special Wastes - We have expanded our tire collection p/ogram of last year so that we are 
now organizing auto battery and waste oil collections as well. Many transfer stations will 
soon have waste oil collection tanks in place. 

*** Operation of a Regional Transfer Station - EXuring the past year, we provided a regional 
transfer station for commercial haulers and operated a transfer station for the public at the 
site of the former Rutland City landfill. Between 25% to 33% of the District*s waste goes 
through this transfer station. This operation has also provided the District a base of 
operations for many of our regional collection programs. While we are phasing otit the 
commercial hauler operations, the transicr station will remain open to the public in the 
future. 

What is planned for the future? 1991 will see further expansion of existing programs to manage wastes 
through recycling. In addition, we will be making plans to implement composting as part of our waste 
management strategy. Planning will become a more imponant part of our efforts in 1991 as we 
complete an analysis of long-term waste management options and draft a solid waste management plan 
that should carry us into the 21st century. As a plan will be only as good as the capacity to implement 
it, we will be looking for concrete ways to provide long term solid waste processing and disposal services 
to the District. During the coming year, we will undoubtedly be looking once again at incineration 
services from the private sector, as well as a District landfill, recycling and composting facilities. While 
looking for long-term management options, we will still be providing a day-to-day disposal option for 
our towris, as we have during the past ten years. By maintaining our large volumes (two thirds of the 
entire county's trash), we hope to provide these services at the most economical rate. The cost to District 
users will be in the form of a tax on trash actually disposed of by commercial haulers and will be about 
$3.00 a year for the average family.

This agency expects to spend $28,827 to provide services needed by elder 
residents in your conimunity duiing the current fiscal year. 

The following information describes services that we provided to elders in 
your community during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990: 

^e iiior Meals 

Site: Proctor Library 

Schedule: Wednesdays at 12 PM 

825 congregate meals were served to 42 elders residing 
in your community. 

1,766 meals were delivered to the homes of 14 elders who were 
homebound and unable to come to the mealsite. This service is 
sometimes called "Meals on Wheels". 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

29 older persons received assistance through this important program. 
Advocate staff helped elders fill out application forms and worked to 
resolve any problems related to receipt of benefit programs or other 
assistance. Guidance was also provided to persons having questions or 
problems related to health insurance claims or medical service 
payments. Advocates also helped elders file Vermont tax rebate claims 
and provided assistance with fuel program application. 

Other Services 

The following list outlines some of the other services we made available 
to elders in your area either directly or through contract: 

o Long Term Care Ombudsman: This individual was available to 

provide assistance to residents of nursing and residential care 
homes in our region. She helped elders or, if appropriate, family 
members to sort out information concerning financial assistance 
and other concerns related to long term care. 

o Information and Referral: Our agency maintained an up-to-date 
listing of programs and services available to elders. Older 
persons were able to get this information by either calling our 
I&R line or by visiting our agency. 

o Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly : Funding was provided by 
our agency to help pay for the services of an attorney whose role 
was to focus on legal issues of concern to older persons. This 
attorney worked out of the Vermont Legal Aid Office in Rutland, 

o Essential Transportation : Through agency arrangement, a limited 
number of elders were provided with rides to get to medical 
appointments or to do essential shopping. Volunteer drivers 
received reimbursement from our agency for mileage costs incurred 
in providing this transportation assistance. We also provided a 
limited amount of funding to the One-2-One Program to help provide 
this important service.

I Marble Valley Regional Transit District, generally known as "The Bus" is approaching their 
j 15th year of operation. M.V.R.T.D. is the largest non-urban public transit system in the 
State of Vermont. It provides transportation to the General public in Rutland County, as 
' well as to several Social and Human Service agencies. M.V.R.T.D. increases sclf-sufTiciency 
for the elderly, infirmed, handicapped and is vital for those who need transportation. 
M.V.R.T.D. has become a valued asset to the communities it serves. System ridership has 
increased noticeably over last year's 125,000 rides (49,000 rides furnished to special needs 
people alone). Approximately 305,000 vehicle miles accumulated annually on the fleet of 23 
general transit buses, most of which are lift equipped. 

In the past year M.V.R.T.D. has experienced enormous growth and development, including 
a computerized data base system and computerized vehicle maintenance. Capital 
replacement and expansion of the fleet has included the order of a new 33 passenger, 
handicapped accessible, air conditioned general transit bus and delivery of five handicapped 
accessible, air conditioned mini-buses. 

Financing these major investments has been accomplished through the generation ofgrants 
obtained from the State and the Federal Government leaving community participation at 
less than 20% of actual cost. Through efficient management and a trained professional staff 
of 23 full time employees and over 60 volunteers, M.V.R.T.D. has reduced costs to the 
taxpayer. Free rides have been offered on the third day of each month. 

In a recent review of all Vermont Public Transportation agencies conducted by Lloyd 
Robinson and Associates, Incorporated for the Vermont Agency of Transportation, the 
following finding was made of MVRTD: "You should note that your system is SUPERIOR 
in most respects when compared with other systems in Vermont AND around the 
COUNTRY." 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District is actively working with area regional planners, 
developers, and legislative members to coordinate transportation needs in Rutland County 
as well as throughout the state. MVRTD's coordination and involvement efforts on a Statc-

law. MVRTD, working with the Vermont Public Transportation Association spent the last 
2 1/2 years ensuring that this bill became a law. 

M.V.R.T.D.'s free transportation service to the Medicaid and Reach-Up eligible has 
increased from last year's 14,500 rides to over 18,000 this year, maintaining our status as 
the second largest Medicaid transportation provider in the Slate of Vermont. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy supplies, environmental issues, traffic 
congestion, and high costs of road construction, public transit is becoming increasingly 
valuable. We appreciate the financial and moral support of the elected officials and 
taxpayers of our municipalities that guarantee Marble Valley Regional Transit District's 
continuance.

1989-1990 Report 



The fiscal year ending 6/30/90 was a very active year witli a ni^nber of ijiportant 
events. The Library continued to serve the young and old of Proctor. CXitlays for 
new bc»)cs and subscriptions to periodicals totaled $10,653 or $330 higher than the 
pxevious year. 

The dornistalrs aimnunity room is available for local groups and activities that 
included Senior Citizens, Girl and Boy Scouts, 4-H Clubs and others. 

Nancy Allenby and Rev. Kathy Reed conducted a story-hour for pre-schoolers for six 
weeks. The sumner reading program for children grades 1-6 was also continued- 
Numerous exiiibits celebrating various events and subjects were displayed. A 
"Night of One Thousand Stars" celebrated National Library Week in April with 
readings by local residents and a display of books and poems vnritten by Proctorites. 

Income including $33,500 from town funding totaled $65,504 while operating expenses 
of $70,667 resulted in a deficit of $5,163. FY 1989 income was $56,304 with 
expenses of $53,433 for an operating gain of $2,871. 

The Library received from the Mortijner Proctor Fund $3,900 and $2,000 respectively 
toward the book budget and a matching grant to qualify for a Vermont Dept. of 
Library grant of $2,000 for an IBM computer. The system is now on line with the Dept. 
of Libraries which makes for faster re^OAes to regiiests for books and information. 

uur Librarian, Mrs. Barbara Bums, retired in August, 1989 after twenty-seven years 
of faithful service. Barbara was honored at an Opon House on August 27th with many 

individuals expressing their appreciation to her. 

The Trustees are pleased to announce the appointment of Mrs. Marie Tillberg to Librarian 
and Mrs. Ann Oakman as Assistant Libreirian. Sanborn Partridge completed twenty- five 
continuous years as a trustee and was presented a Resolution expressing appreciation 
for his devotion and interest at the iwdget Meeting on May 15, X990* 

Ttic Library continues to satisfy the numerous Minimum Standards required by the Vt. 
Dept. of Libraries whicli provides free catalogue cards which otherwise cost $1 each.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements 
and the combining and individual fund and account group financial state- 
ments of the Town of Proctor, Vermont School District as of June 30, 1990, 
and for the year then ended as listed in the table of contents. These 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of Proctor, Vermont 
School District management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on 
these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free 
of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial state- 
ments. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a 
reasonable basis for our opinion. 

It was not practicable to audit the cash receipts and cash disburse- 
ments within the Student Activity Funds (Schedules 1 and 2) (High School 
and Elementary School). Since the cash receipts consist of collections 
from undeterminable sources, it was not practicable to satisfy ourselves 
with respect to such revenues beyond the amounts recorded as received. 
Since the cash disbursements consist of expenses from undeterminable 
sources, it was not practicable to satisfy ourselves with respect to the 
disbursements beyond the amounts recorded as disbursed. Internal control 
within this fund is inadequate since the disbursing agent has access to all 
cash books and records and is able to sign checks and reconciles such cash 
accounts . 

The Town of Proctor, Vermont School District has not maintained a 
record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of general 
fixed assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, is not 
included in the financial report. 
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As described in Note 4, the Town of Proctor, Vermont School District 
has not recorded an obligation for compensated future absences of its 
professionals as required by generally accepted accounting principles. 

In our opinion, except for the effects, if any, of the matters dis- 
cussed in paragraphs four and five, the general purpose financial state- 
ments referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the 
financial position of the Town of Proctor, Vermont School District as of 
June 30, 1990 and the results of operations and the changes in financial 
position of its proprietary and similar trust fund types for the year then 
ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. Also, 
in our opinion, the combining and individual fund and account group finan- 
cial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, 
the financial position of each of the individual funds and account groups 
of the Town of Proctor, Vermont School District as of June 30, 1990 and the 
results of operations of such funds and the changes in financial position 
of individual proprietary and similar trust funds for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole and. on. th.a cam h in. inn, 
and individual fund and account group financial statements. The accompany- 
ing financial information listed as supporting Schedules 3, 4 and 5 in the 
table of- contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is 
not a required part of the financial statements of the Town of Proctor, 
Vermont School District. Such information has been subjected to the audit- 
ing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose, combining and 
individual fund and account group financial statements and, in our opinion, 
is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the financial 
statements of each of the respective individual funds, taken as a whole. 

Since the Student Activity Funds (Schedules 1 and 2) lacks adequate 
internal control and the receipts and disbursements of such funds are from 
variable and undeterminable sources as noted in the third paragraph, the 
scope of our work was not sufficient to enable us to express, and we do not 
express, an opinion on the statement of cash receipts and disbursements of 
the Student Activity Funds. 

The column on the accompanying financial statements captioned 
"Memorandum Only - Total" is not necessary for a fair presentation of the 
financial statements, but is presented as additional analytical data.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 



These financial statements are presented in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The following 
is a summary of the more significant accounting policies affecting their 
presentation . 

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

A. Fund Accounting - The accounts of the School District have been 
organi zed on the basis of funds and account groups, each of which 
is considered a separate accounting entity. Each fund has been 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that 
comprises its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues and 
expenditures or expenses as appropriate. The School District's 
resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds 
based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The various 
funds are grouped in the financial statements in this report into 
five general funds types and three broad fund categories as 
fol 1 ows : 

GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of 
the School District. It is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be accounted for in another 
fund . 

PROPRIETARY FUNDS 

Enterprise Funds - The Enterprise Funds (Food Service Fund) are 
used to account for operations (a) that are financed and operated

FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust and Agency Funds - Trust and Agency Funds are used to 
account for assets held by the School District in a trustee 
capacity or as an agency for individuals, private organizations, 
other governmental units and/or other funds. These include 
Expendable Trust Funds, Nonexpendable Trust Funds and Agency 
Funds, as follows:

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES (Continued) 



Expendable Trust Funds - These are accounted for in essentially 
the same manner as governmental funds. 

Nonexpendable Trust Funds - These are accounted for in 
essentially the same manner as proprietary funds since capital 
maintenance is critical. 

Agency Funds - These are custodial in nature (assets equal 
1 i abl 1 i t ies) and do not involve measurement or results of 
operation . 

B. Fixed Assets - Fixed assets are recorded as expenses paid in the 
respective acquiring fund at the, time of purchase. Such assets 
are not capitalized nor depreciated in these funds. Generally 
accepted accounting principles requires that fixed assets used in 
governmental fund type operations be accounted for in a General 
Fixed Assets Account Group. The School District, however, has 
not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, accord- 
ingly, a statement of general fixed assets has not been 
presented . 

C. Long-Term Liabilities - Long-term liabilities expected to be 
financed from governmental funds are accounted for in the General 
Long-Term Debt Account Group. This account group is not a fund 
and is concerned only with the measurement of financial position 
and not with results of operations. 

D. Inventories - There are no inventories recorded within the 
Genera] Fund . All inventory items such as textbook or instruc- 
tional supplies are considered to be expenses paid at the time of 
purchase . 

E. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting - The principals, through and 
with the review committee, submit to the Board of School 
Directors a proposed operating budget for the next fiscal year. 
The proposed budget is published and warned in the annual budget 
meeting and is distributed to the voters of the school district. 
The operating budget was discussed at the annual meeting on 

May 16, 1989 and was legally enacted on the same date. 

F. Interfund Account Balances - All unsettled interfund account 
balances resulting from transactions between funds have been 
shown as due to and due from the respective funds.

3. PENSION PLAN 

The School District has a pension plan which covers all 
eligible nonprofessional full-time permanent and active employees. 
The contribution rate for each eligible employee is equal to 3% of 
their compensation which is also matched by the employee. The School 
District's contribution is based on the employee's annual salary as 
of September 1 each year. Participating employees are fully vested. 
The pension plan was written on June 30, 1975, 

4, COMPENSATED ABSENSES 

Employees of the School District are entitled to paid sick 
days depending on length of service and other factors. The School 
District's policy is to recognize compensated absences when actually 
paid to employees and, accordingly, no liability has been recorded in 
the accompanying financial statements. This is a departure from 
generally accepted accounting principles. Generally accepted accoun-

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Rutland Central SuperviBory Union 
Annual Report for 1 989 /90 Scho ol Year 

Improving student academic performance continues to be the highest 
priority for the Rutland Central Supervisory Union. Proctor, Rutland 
Town and West Rutland School Boards, administrators, and teachers have 
worked cooperatively during the J 989/90 school year to implement and 
refine the K-12 curriculum in reading, writing, math, science, health, 
art, music, computer education and physical education. 

In the Spring of 1990, students in grades 3, 5, and 7 were given a 
math test based upon the local math curriculum. The results 
established a base for the evaluation of the math curriculum on a year 
to year basis. The writing curriculum was also assessed in the Spring 
of 1990. Students in grades 4, 6, and 9 were asked to write on a topic 
within a given time frame. The papers were scored using the same 
system that is used to score SAT writing samples^ Plans are presently 
being made to share the results of these assessments with each 
community during a School Report Day in early, 1991, 

In support of the curriculum development efforts, each school as 
well as the supervisory union has been involved in a number of 
professional development activities. Learning how to be a better 
teacher and administrator is an ongoing process. Current educational 
research has challenged many of the traditional beliefs about how 

activities, supported by readinge and continued practice, are proving 
to be the most effective way for students to learn. All of our 
teacher and administrator training activities are designed to promote 
student learning through active involvement rather than passive 
listening. 

To assure that o\ir curriculum development efforts will meet the 
needs of students in the year 2000, the Rutland Central Supervisory 
Union has established a partnership wit.h the New England Telephone 
Company. During the summer of 1990, a team of teachers, 

administrators, and New England Telephone personnel met for two days to 
identify the essential skills that gra-'iuating students will need to be 
successful in the bus.inesr. world of the 90"s. Presently, this list is 
being refined by the team and will be ahared with each community as 
part of the School Report Day mentioned earlier. 

During the past year a mrijor project of the business office has 
been the consolidation of the property/ 1 iab3 lity insurance. By putting 
the property, liability, and auto insurance coverage out to bid as a 
single package for the entire supervisory union, we realized an 
approximate savings of $14,000 and increased coverage. This will also 
allow better management of insurance coverages in the future. 

The refinement of the accounting fiystem for the entire supervisory 
wuioTV is an ongoing project. This year we have added the capability of 
the schools to produce purchase orders on the central computer by use 
of a modem. This reduces paperwork and allows for immediate accounting 
of all purchases. 

Carroll Brooks, bookkeeper for the West Rutland district, left to 
operate his own asbestos abatement company. He has been replaced by 
Sylvia Curtis. 

The Boards, superintendent, business office, and school 
administrators have worked hard over the past year to provide each 
community meaningful information about their local budgets. The 
support for the 1990/91 school budgets in each community was greatly 
apprec iated . 

Student Educat ional Ser vices Report 

This promises to be an exciting and challenging year in special 
education. With the enactment of ACT 230. significant changes will be 
made in the way services are provided to students with diverse learning 
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needB. ACT 230, an act relating to reforms in special education, will 
emphasize the development of a "comprehensive system of educational 
services that will result in all students succeeding in the regular 
classroom, to the maximum extent possible." 

The major issues addressed in ACT 230 include revised eligibility- 
standards for special education, new evaluation requirements, the 
formation of instructional support teams, inservice training grants and 
early education. State grant money may now be used to provide 
support to students who require compensatory and remedial services 
in addition to those in need of special education. The Division of 
Special Education has been renamed the Division of Instructional 
Support Systems. All of this has resulted in the first major revisions 
of the State Board rules since 1982 . 

In an effort to come into compliance with ACT 230, the Rutland 
Central Supervisory Union has been actively engaged in a number of 
projects to meet the July 1, 1991 deadline. Each of the district 
schools have developed and implemented instructional support teams, 
the purpose of which is to assist teachers in sei^ving aJJ. children 
through team planning, collaboration, instructional resources, 
behavioral intervention and accommodations. Part of this process 
includes the development of policy and procedures by each district 
school board that describes the functions of the teams. 



In order for the instructional support teams to be effective, 
there must be an ongoing in-nervice trainir^g plan for the training of 
teachers and administrators in collaboration strategies, interventions 
and team procedures. There will be training grant monies available 
from the State through fiscal year 1995. A grant proposal was 
submitted by RCSU in December of 1990, however, the districts have 
already been very active in providing training experiences to the 
individual school te^ms and to the teachers. The ongoing training for 
this year will include 1 credit courses available through UVM and 
through the supervisory union, as well as a portion of the March in- 
service day being devotf^d to ACT 230 with an emphasis on inclusion 

One of the positive outcomes from ACT 230 has been the development 
of our new alternative school for at-risk stiidents, grades 6 through 9. 
The school, located in West Rutland, will be open to all eligible 
students in the Rutland Central Supervisory Union. At this time the 
program is limited to 10 students. The purpose of this program, which 
began on January 21,1993, is to create an educational and social 
environment which will provide stability and increase self-esteem and 
personal growth in a stimulating learning atmosphere. The emphasis 
will be on developing a positive attitude, interpersonal relationships 
and responsibility to self and community and will reach the st\idents 
through academic, social and physical experiences. 

The Superintendent's office encourages you to call if you have 
questions about budgets, curriculum, special education, or any other 
educational issue (775-4342). We can best service the needs of all the 
students by the sharing of ideas, talents, and resources which are 
found in each school district. 



Proctor Elementary - P r inc ipal ' s Report 

I would like to take this opportunity to make you, the parents of 
Proctor Scliool children, aware of the retirement at the end of this 
school year of Nancy Stoddard. 

Mrs. Stoddard has served the Proctor^ School District for a period 
of twenty-five years and has been in the teaching pnofession for 
twenty-six years. Mrs. Stoddard has nurtured many Proctor students 
over the years with a deep sense of commitment and dedication. 

We wish her the "best" in her retirement years and "thank" her for 
having played such an important part in our Proctor Elementary Family. 
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The 1990/91 echool year began with a studefit; populatiQn of over 
200 students and has settled into a current enrollment of approximately 
195. By this spring, the staff will have completed a year long 
curriculum £<tudy in the area of reading. With the support of a reading 
coneultant, we have engaged in a study that began with an examination 
of our philoGophy and will conclude with an adoption of a literature 
based reading program. Our new science program ia in place at ail 
levels of the curriculum and the "hands-on" discovery approach to 
science Is as excitjng for the teachers as it is for the stiidents. 

New additions at our elementary faculty/staff this year are 
Mrs. Gwen Dolce, our new art teacher, and Mr. Robert Eckhardt, our head 
custodian. We welcome them to our P.E. S. family! 

This year^ under the direction of our wellnese team, the stu4etits 
of Proctor Elementary have embarked upon a ■'walkinfr** for fitness 
program, developing a recognition and awarenens of a life long need. 

We have been actively engaged and involv<=id in celebrating 
Vermont's bicentennial. This has been our school-wide theme this year. 
Claeeee have been engaged in various studies and projects throughout 
the year. We will be involved in the bicentennial expoeitiQn at 
Castle ton State College, and have planned our bicentennial gatrden as a 
centerpiece of our school-wide observance. Our community contra/square 
dance planned for March will also be an integral part of our 
celebrat ion . 

On behalf of the elementary faculty and staff, I would like to 
thank all of the parents and members of th^ community for your valued 
support and caring. We truly hope that you will always feel welcome at 
your school and encourage you to become involved in any degree that is 
possible. 

BcQotfir High SflJaQoi ~ P.niacLlE^Ll£ Beipiict 

The Pro© tor Junior -Senior High SchooJ upened August 30 th with 176 
students in attendance. Again, as a result of diligent work on the 
part of our buildings and grounds personnel, the site was in exce.nent 
condition for the August 23rd community "Oppn House". 

Academically we continue to work toward our motto In Searcli of 
Excellence". College visitations, both here at the high school as well 
as to the Colleges themselves, oontinue at a brisk pace. Moi'e and more 
seniors are realizing the value of "Early Decisions". 

Since we have embarked on a plan to redesign education at P.H.S. 
the Middle Level Team concept has become the focal point of this 
movement. This fall an interdisciplinary unit was conducted using 
recreation as its topic. This involved not playing games but a 3 week 
in depth study of the impact of education \ipon our whole area - 
financially, socially and academically. Parents visited the 
culmination of this unit which was a ■"recreation fair ' for the entire 
communitY- In this manne.c w«. w^.ie. ah-L'?., t/x K^jt. ^sfi/yi,*J?R?i ^'Jx I'A •J?/?? 
schools disciplines. To us this was an extremaly worthwhile learning 
experience for students and staff alike. 

We have also established a working relationship with Junior High 
School students from West Rutland as well continuing our association 
with the Barstow school. 

We have been accredited by the New England Assoc. of Schools and 
Colleges Hor another 10 years as well as receiving the State of 
Vermont's Public School Approval. 

Since my last report three new staff members have joined our 
faculty. Mrs. Cindy Hahn is our Resource Room Instructor, Mr. David 
McGowan serves as English/History teacher and Mr. Thomas McAndrew has 
recently joined us as band and choral Director/Teacher. All staff 
members continue doing advance course, work at the surrounding colleges 
and all faculty members are fully certified. 
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Advanced Placement courses continue to be offe/red at Proctor High 
School. This year two Proctor students have Qualified as National 
Merit Scholarship Semi-Finalists. Final testing will occur at a later 
date . 

Again this past year, through the g^rierosity of the Mortimer 
Proctor Fund, 15 French students atid 11 German students were able to
